The deltas are a new family of aircraft. 
They get their name from the fourth letter 
of the Greek alphabet, an equilateral tri¬ 
angle, that the new shape somewhat resem¬ 
bles. The delta has been called the wing 
of the future for aircraft that fly faster than 
sound. It isn’t very efficient at slow speeds, 
but it goes through Mach 1 with hardly a 
tremor—then it’s hard to catch. Many de¬ 
signers believe that its margin of superior¬ 
ity widens rapidly as the speed goes up. It 
is said to be more stable and maneuverable 
than other designs at high altitudes. 

“The delta wing gives an interceptor 
pilot a tremendous advantage at altitudes 
of around 50,000 feet,” says Warden, chief 
test pilot at Convair’s Palmdale. Calif., 
facility. “A delta can overtake any bomber 
that has been built so far. If the bomber 
pilot tries a tight turn in the thin air he 
loses speed and goes into a stall. He needs 
maybe 25 miles of space to turn around. 
The delta can turn much more sharply. 
If the bomber pilot tries to dive away, his 
speed goes up and he gets into compressi¬ 
bility. He loses control. Escape is almost 
impossible.” 

These days the F-102A doesn’t even need 
to get close to its target to make a kill. The 
big six-foot Falcon homing missiles that it 
carries can be fired from miles away. In¬ 
terception is automatic and is performed 
by the new Hughes “seek-find-kill” elec¬ 
tronic system that guides the interceptor 
to the target. If air-to-air aimed rockets 
are to be fired instead of the guided mis¬ 
siles, the electrical brain “locks on” the 
target and gives steering directions to the 
pilot so that he flies a lead collision course. 
Then the system opens the missile doors 
under the fuselage and launches the arma¬ 
ment at the exact instant when a kill is 

The delta configuration has so many ad¬ 
vantages that England, Sweden, France 
and Russia, among others, are building 
delta aircraft. In the United States, Doug¬ 
las is using a deltalike shape for its F4D 
Skyray and again for its A4D Skyhawk. 
Ryan Aeronautical selected the delta wing 
for its new X-13 Vertijet aircraft that takes 
off straight up. Other deltas are on the way. 

The real exponent of the aircraft that is 
shaped like an arrowhead, however, is 
Convair, builder of the F-102A. Convair 
used the wing for its Sea Dart seaplane 
and also for its XFY-1, the turboprop 
fighter that takes off and lands on its tail. 
The Convair designers in San Diego regard

He wrote the story of two hundred yards 


When Ernie Pvle went overseas to write about the war, many 
people had never heard his name. But a few years later, when he died of 
a sniper’s bullet on Ie Shima, several million people felt like crying. 


Ernie wasn’t like other war reporters. He ignored the generals, the 
grand strategy, the big picture, the pins on the map. To the ordinary 
guy, Ernie once said, war is hardly ever higger than a hundred yards on 
each side of him. So Ernie lived in that two-hundred-yard world, 
eating its tasteless food, talking its language, sleeping its uneasy sleep. 
He never tried to be a hero. Much of the time he was scared, just 
like the men who had to be there. Like them, he was often hungry, 
always tired, and usually worried about something back home. 

He never tried to tell himself, or us, that war was fascinating. He found 
it lonely and dirty and boring and terrible. But he stayed up front 
because somebody had to write about the men who had to be 
there—the real story of two hundred yards. 


If you had a son or husband in that two hundred yards, Ernie’s 
piece was the first thing you read in the paper. Other writers told you 
what was happening to tiie pins on the map. Ernie told you what was 
happening inside the heart and belly and wet shoes of vour own soldier. 
He wrote you the letter your man would have written if he’d had 
the time. And often in Ernie’s stuff there’d be a phrase that would light 
up the whole war for you, like this: “You feel small in the presence 
of the dead men, and ashamed at being alive ....” 

When Ernie came home for a little rest, he found himself rich and 
famous. Movie stars kissed him, and generals asked for his autograph. It 
didn’t feel natural to Ernie. He went hack to the unknown men he 
felt at home with, back to the two hundred yards. And there the 
bullet got him. 

So Ernie’s gone now, and we miss him. But his books will be there, fresh 
as ever, any time we need to be reminded that the great American 
story is the story of the ordinary guy.

T he historic picture above shows the first Negroes 
ever to l»c commissioned as U. S. Navy officers. A 
montli ago they were all enlisted men.This new Navy 
policy breaks the tradition that no Negro shall rise 
above a petty officer rating. 

Ten of them have been to college and two haw 
attended specialized schools. Their ages range from 
24 to 36. In civilian life they were Pullman porters, 
bookbinders, mechanics, sheet metal workers, club di¬ 


rectors, recorders, guards, instructors and attorneys. 

At present the ensigns are attending indoctrina¬ 
tion classes at (ireat Lakes. Eventually they will com¬ 
mand all-Negro crews of patrol boats. Some may even 
serve aboard the new destroyer escort launched last 
montli which is predominantly manned by Negroes. 
Soon, 10 more “professionally qualified” Negroes will 
become staff officers. Then 22 officers will have been 
created out of 120,000 Negroes serving in the Navy.
